Pre- 
mier E, C. Manning brought down 
the largest budget in Alberta’s his- 
tory, exceeding $47,000,000. 


Considerable additional grants 
are seen in every department, with 
education and public works get- 
ting the most dollars. 

The premier’s addréss showed 
an over-all increase of $83,000,000 
in the price value of agricultural 
products for last year. The only 
important decrease in agricultural 
production was a $13,000,000 de- 
crease in hog values. There were 
1,700,000 fewer hogs marketed in 
Alberta last year than in 1944, 


Livestock Feeder Associations 
last year handled more than 
70,0000 animals, valued in excess. 
of $1,000,000. 

Treasury branches now show de- 
posits exceeding $26,500,000, which 
was an increase of $2,500,000 last 
year. 
ations is $65,295. 


Value of natural resources pro- 
duced showed ‘an ‘increase, of 
$12,000,000. More than -400,000 
feet of wells were drilled last 
year, with $8,500,000 spent by 
drilling companies. 

There has been much: talk of 
the government having a $10,000,- 
000 surplus last year, Here are 
the facts: 

There’ was an over-all surplus 
of $10,310,856.61.
